TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 

OF  THE  PENARTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966, 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/67  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  supplied  by 
the  Registrar-General  was  21,950  and  this  is  the  figure  used  for  the 
vital  statistics  shown  in  this  report. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  395,  with  a birth  rate  of  19.4  per  1,000 
population,  is  the  highest  recorded  in  the  town  since  the  turn  of  the 
century,  when  with  a population  of  approximately  15,000  the  birth  rate 
was  in  excess  of  30  per  thousand.  It  is  obvious  that  far  less  attention 
was  paid  to  family  planning  in  those  days  and  there  was  in  all  prob- 
ability a higher  proportion  of  child  bearing  women  in  the  population 
than  today. 

Infant  Deaths 

Seven  deaths  under  twelve  months  of  age  were  recorded,  four  of 
them  being  within  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  life. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  medical  research  in  determining  the 
causes  of  premature  labour  and  of  congenital  defects  which  account  for 
the  greater  proportion  of  infant  deaths  and  until  more  is  known  about 
these  factors  and  how  to  control  them,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
not  likely  to  show  any  significant  downward  trend. 

Causes  of  Death 

The  Table  on  page  16  covering  a period  of  ten  years,  gives  the 
deaths  in  Penarth  from  three  important  causes.  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung, 
Coronorary  Heart  Disease  and  Bronchitis  and  shows  clearly  the 
preponderance  of  male  over  female  deaths. 
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Regarding  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer,  surveys  have  shown  that  the 
incidence  of  cigarette  smoking  among  doctors  is  now  down  to  one  in 
three.  In  eight  years,  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  among  doctors  has 
fallen  by  30  per  cent,  but  among  the  general  public  has  risen  by 
25  per  cent. 

The  sale  of  cigars  has  increased  six-fold  in  the  last  ten  years  and  it 
is  now  not  an  uncommon  sight  to  see  the  fair  sex  smoking  cheroots  at 
social  functions. 

Accidental  Deaths 

Of  the  seven  deaths  due  to  accident,  three  occurred  from  Broncho- 
pneumonia following  falls  sustained  by  elderly  people  in  their  own 
homes. 

Only  one  fatal  accident  occurred  on  the  road,  an  elderly  pedestrian 
being  knocked  down  by  a car  under  conditions  of  poor  visibility.  The 
statistics  of  road  accidents  are  continually  being  brought  to  our  notice 
and  yet  bearing  in  mind  the  speed  of  traffic  today  and  the  low  safety 
standards  most  of  us  have  as  pedestrians,  being  devilled  by  a sense  of 
false  security,  the  amazing  thing  is  that  “knocked  down”  figures  on  the 
road  are  not  many  times  greater. 

Now  that  a start  has  been  made  by  introducing  legislation  regarding 
the  level  of  alcohol  permissible  in  a motorist’s  blood  stream,  it  would  not 
be  unreasonable  to  follow  this  with  legislation  to  exercise  some  reason- 
able control  over  us  as  pedestrian.  We  are  free  to  roam  where  we  will. 
Seated  at  the  wheel  of  a moving  car,  we  are  acutely  aware  of  the  fool- 
hardy action  of  some  pedestrians,  but  when  we  become  pedestrians  we 
are  far  from  being  model  ones.  To  see  a pedestrian  cross  a road  rapidly 
and  by  the  shortest  distance  between  two  pavements  is  an  uncommon 
sight.  Other  methods  of  reducing  deaths  among  road  walkers  by 
physical  methods  such  as  barriers,  cost  a great  deal  of  money  but 
nevertheless  should  play  an  important  part  in  the  programme  for 
reducing  pedestrian  deaths. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  is  shown  on  page  17. 

Tuberculosis 

Of  the  four  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  two  were  middle-aged  and  two  elderly. 

Bacilliary  Dysentery 

The  only  cases  of  Bacilliary  dysentery  notified  during  the  year 
occurred  in  one  household,  a mother  and  grown-up  daughter  being 
affected,  the  source  of  which  could  not  be  established. 
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Para-typhoid  Fever 

A boy  of  eight  became  ill  eleven  days  after  returning  from  a family 
motoring  holiday,  having  travelled  as  far  as  Spain.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  Lansdowne  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  routine  investigation  showed 
that  he  was  suffering  from  Para-typhoid  Fever.  The  causative 
organism  Salmonella  para  typhi  B.  being  isolated  both  from  his 
blood  and  stools. 

The  incubation  period  of  this  disease  is  usually  ten  to  fourteen 
days,  but  may  be  longer. 

While  travelling  to  Spain,  the  family  made  friends  with  a Dutch 
family  and  strangely  enough  met  up  with  them  again  on  the  return 
journey.  The  Dutch  father  who  was  far  from  well,  stated  that  since 
meeting  them  in  Spain,  he  had  been  quite  ill  with  high  fever  and  he 
understood  the  Spanish  doctors  who  treated  him  told  him  he  was 
suffering  from  some  form  of  Typhoid.  This  man  bought  and  handed 
an  ice  cream  wafer  to  the  boy,  this  being  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  boy 
being  taken  ill. 

Since  the  possibility  of  this  Dutchman  having  unwittingly  infected 
the  boy  with  Para-typhoid  could  not  be  ruled  out,  I contacted  the 
Dutch  Health  authorities  who  interviewed  the  man,  laboratory 
investigation  failed  to  isolate  any  pathogenic  organisms  from  his  stools 
but  this  does  not  entirely  rule  out  the  possibility  of  him  having  trans- 
mitted the  infection. 

A small  outbreak  of  a few  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  this  country  is 
of  considerable  news  value,  but  there  is  no  mention  of  the  fact  that  in 
certain  Mediterranean  countries  such  as  Italy  and  Spain,  there  is  an 
annual  incidence  of  these  diseases  running  into  hundreds  and 
occasionally  thousands  and  the  few  million  British  people  who  frequent 
these  countries  would  be  well  advised  to  get  immunised  against  this 
group  of  infections.  Although  one  of  the  modern  anti-biotics  has 
changed  the  clinical  picture  for  the  better,  these  diseases  should  not 
be  taken  lightly. 

Food  Poisoning 

The  only  incidence  of  food  poisoning  which  came  to  light  during 
the  year  occurred  in  one  family.  The  investigation  proved  quite  an 
interesting  exercise  in  detective  work. 

The  father  became  ill  on  Boxing  Day  and  developed  such  severe 
symptoms  of  food  poisoning,  i.e.,  abdominal  pains,  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  that  he  was  admitted  to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and 
subsequently  transferred  to  the  Lansdowne  Hospital.  The  wife  became 
ill  in  the  early  hours  of  the  following  day  and  her  condition  was 
deemed  severe  enough  to  have  her  removed  to  the  Lansdowne  Hospital. 
The  wife’s  mother  and  a brother-in-law  had  a meal  at  the  house  on 
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Boxing  Day,  the  latter  had  cold  turkey  and  became  severely  ill  with 
food  poisoning  the  following  day  but  the  mother  who  did  not  consume 
any  turkey  escaped. 

Fortunately,  the  three  children  aged  8,  3,  and  18  months  respec- 
tively, who  consumed  some  turkey,  although  developing  symptoms  of 
food  poisoning,  were  only  mildly  ill  and  remained  home  in  the  care  of 
their  grandmother. 

The  organisms  of  the  commonest  cause  of  food  poisoning. 
Salmonella  typhi-murium  were  isolated  from  the  stools  of  all  the 
victims,  phage  typing  showing  it  to  be  type  4. 

Detailed  questioning  of  the  family  pointed  to  turkey  as  the  suspect 
vehicle  of  infection,  although  a duck  had  been  cooked  at  the  same  time 
and  consumed  by  some  members  of  the  family,  but  all  those  who 
became  ill  had  eaten  turkey  and  some  in  addition  had  partaken  of  duck. 

We  were  fortunate  enough  to  recover  the  carcasses  of  both  turkey 
and  duck  from  the  dustbin  and  submit  portions  to  the  laboratory 
who  were  able  to  isolate  Salmonella  typhi-murium  of  the  same  phage 
type  from  both.  It  would  appear  that  the  explanation  of  this  would  be 
that  the  duck  meat  became  contaminated  in  the  bin  by  its  proximity  to 
the  turkey  meat. 

The  turkey  was  a frozen  bird,  wrapped  in  cellophane  and  had  been 
delivered  to  a local  butcher  four  days  before  Christmas. 


Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Dangers  from  Chemical  Reactions  in  the  Home 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  generally  realised  by  the  public  that 
poisonous  gases  may  be  formed  in  the  home,  if  proprietory  cleansing 
agents  widely  advertised  and  commonly  used  in  the  home  are  in- 
discriminately mixed  in  the  washing  up  sink,  lavatory  pan  or  elsewhere. 
During  the  year,  several  instances  of  this  came  to  my  notice. 

An  elderly  woman  was  found  unconscious  in  a house  and  removed 
to  hospital  and  it  was  concluded  that  she  was  suffering  from  Chlorine 
gas  poisoning,  due  to  interaction  of  too  well-known  brands  of  domestic 
cleansers. 

Another  woman  having  sprinkled  a well-known  cleansing  agent 
down  the  lavatory  pan  followed  this  a short  time  later  with  another 
well-known  liquid  agent.  There  was  a sharp  chemical  reaction  which 
produced  sufficient  Chlorine  gas  to  cause  her  to  be  quite  ill  for  several 
hours,  the  after  effects  lasting  several  days.  She  described  it  as  a very 
frightening  experience. 

The  Department  also  received  repeated  complaints  from  a house- 
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hold  where  the  residents  noticed  that  they  were  suffering  from 
symptoms  of  acute  irritation  of  the  eyes  and  nose  with  slight  burns 
around  the  mouth  together  with  interference  with  their  sense  of  taste. 
Two  of  the  occupants  became  so  alarmed  that  during  one  period  they 
went  away  to  stay  with  relatives.  A detailed  investigation  revealed 
that  the  occupants  were  in  the  habit  of  keeping  a large  variety  of 
proprietory  cleansers  in  the  house  and  being  very  meticulous,  these 
were  apparently  used  far  too  frequently  and  indiscriminately.  I came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  frequent  mixing  of  these  set  up  a chemical 
reaction  and  produced  small  quantities  of  Chlorine  gas,  sufficient  to 
account  for  their  complaints. 

Finally  the  complainants  accepted  these  conclusions  and  we 
heard  no  more. 

Preventive  Immunisation 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  in 
the  main  by  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  general  medical  practitioners  are  shown 
on  page  21. 

Health  Services 

A list  of  hospitals,  hostels  and  other  institutions  situated  in 
Penarth  together  with  details  of  the  frequency  of  the  various  clinics 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  are  shown  on  page  22. 

Chiropody 

The  County  Council  scheme  giving  free  chiropody  treatment  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  and  handicapped  persons,  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  increased  demand  necessitated  more  sessions  being  held  at 
Beecroft  Clinic.  There  were  418  persons  on  the  register  and  during  the 
year  664  treatments  were  given  at  the  Clinic  and  527  treatments  in  the 
patient’s  own  homes. 

This  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients  and  in  particular 
those  folk  receiving  domiciliary  treatment,  some  of  whom  are  house- 
bound due  to  the  condition  of  their  feet. 

Swimming  Baths 

Nine  samples  of  sea  water  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths 
four  Bacteriological  and  five  Chemical  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  * 

Swimming  Pool,  Granuloma 

A few  Cardiff  residents  who  had  frequented  the  Penarth  indoor 
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sea-water  swimming  baths  in  the  summer  of  1966  were  referred  to  a 
Consultant  Dermatologist  when  they  discovered  that  they  had 
developed  a localised  and  unusual  skin  condition.  The  Dermatologist 
made  a diagnosis  of  Swimming  Pool  Granuloma,  a somewhat  rare 
condition  which  has  been  reported  from  Canada,  U.S.A.  and  the 
Scandinavian  countries  only  in  the  last  15  years  of  so,  with  only  two 
cases  in  this  country. 

He  informed  me  of  his  findings  and  concern  and  following  this,  I 
requested  general  medical  practitioners  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  the 
condition  and  also  made  arrangements  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  the 
catchment  area  of  the  baths.  Those  children  who  had  used  the  baths 
were  questioned  and  where  necessary  examined.  In  this  way  a large 
number  of  children  were  presented  to  the  Dermatologist  at  a special 
session  at  Beecroft  Clinic,  Penarth,  the  majority  being  given  further 
appointments  to  attend  the  Dermatology  Department  of  the  Cardiff 
Royal  Infirmary  for  further  investigation.  The  diagnosis  of  Swimming 
Pool  Granuloma  was  finally  confirmed  in  73  schoolchildren. 

Clinically  the  granuloma  appears  as  a group  of  tender  erythematous 
papules,  later  joining  together  to  form  a nodule  which  occasionally  may 
break  down  and  become  infected.  Perusal  of  the  medical  literature 
showed  that  the  lesions  were  usually  located  on  the  elbows,  knees  and 
feet,  parts  of  the  body  which  would  appear  to  be  susceptible  to  pressure 
or  injury  in  swimming  baths,  particularly  when  children  pull  themselves 
out  over  the  side  of  the  bath.  In  this  outbreak,  however,  very  few 
gave  a history  of  trauma  and  by  far  the  greater  majority  of  the  lesions 
appeared  on  one  or  other  elbow. 

This  condition  is  known  to  be  caused  by  localised  infection  with  a 
somewhat  rare  bacterium,  Mycobacterium  balnei  (which  belongs  to  the 
same  group  of  organisms  as  those  causing  Tuberculosis  and  Leprosy) 
and  this  was  confirmed  by  successful  isolation  of  the  bacteria  from  some 
of  the  lesions. 

The  Penarth  swimming  baths  comprise  a smaller  pool,  which  was 
constructed  about  80  years  ago  and  a larger  pool  built  some  years  later 
which  was  completely  re-tiled  together  with  its  surround  a few  years 
ago.  The  tiles  in  the  small  pool  however  were  cracked  and  roughened 
in  many  places  with  gaps  between  some  of  the  tiles  and  also  there  were 
defects  in  the  concrete  surround.  The  Bacteriologists  were  able  to 
isolate  the  causative  organism  from  many  sites  in  and  around  the 
small  pool. 

The  Dermatologist  found  that  the  treatment  of  the  condition  was 
disappointing  and  although  various  antibiotic  agents  were  tried,  none 
appeared  to  be  really  successful,  the  lesions  persisting  for  many  weeks 
and  months  and  indeed  now  well  over  twelve  months  later,  a few  of  the 
children  are  still  exhibiting  residual  lesions. 
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The  Penaith  baths  are  only  open  each  year  from  March  to  October 
and  on  my  advice  the  Penarth  Council  closed  the  smaller  pool 
permanently. 

A new  filtration  and  a new  Chlorination  plant  have  been  installed 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  have  the  eflFect  of  ensuring  a sufficient 
residual  Chlorine  level  in  the  water  at  all  times.  The  two  old  sets  of 
wooden  steps  leading  down  to  the  main  pool  were  replaced  with 
stainless  steel  ones,  also  the  roof  windows  were  wired  to  prevent  the 
entry  of  small  birds.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  a repetition  of  last  year’s 
happenings  may  be  avoided.  The  Council  has  also  taken  a decision  to 
construct  new  swimming  baths. 

Despite  intensive  investigation  by  Bacteriologists  in  all  the 
reported  outbreaks,  the  source  or  permanent  reservoir  of  the  causative 
organism  has  not  been  discovered,  neither  is  it  known  how  it  gains 
entry  into  swimming  baths.  In  Penarth  the  investigating  Bacteriologist 
attempted  to  isolate  myco  bacteria  balnei  from  any  possible  sources 
such  as  fish,  rats  and  small  birds,  but  without  success.  An  interesting 
and  significant  feature  in  the  medical  literature  dealing  with  the 
condition,  is  that  Tuberculin  skin  testing  in  those  aflFected,  gives  a 
positive  result  in  the  greater  majority,  this  being  also  the  finding  in 
this  outbreak. 

I submitted  an  account  of  the  above  interesting  outbreak  to  the 
columns  of  the  British  Medical  Journal  at  the  Editor’s  invitation. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  special  apparatus  sited  on  the  roof 
of  the  Paget  Rooms,  to  measure  the  amount  of  gaseous  pollution  in  the 
atmosphere,  the  analysis  being  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  each 
month  and  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per  100  sq.  cm. 
of  surface  per  day. 

The  highest  figure  found  was  1.18  and  the  lowest  0.31  giving  an 
average  daily  of  0.57  milligrams.  This  figure  as  usual  is  well  below 
the  quoted  average  for  cities  and  urban  districts. 

A record  kept  of  the  days  when  a sulphurous  small  emanating  from 
the  Cement  Works  could  be  detected  in  the  centre  of  the  town  showed 
that  this  was  noticeable  only  on  two  days  during  the  year. 

As  far  as  atmospheric  pollution  is  concerned,  we  have  much  to  be 
thankful  for  in  Penarth  and  indeed  atmospheric  pollution  due  to 
domestic  coal  fires  is  definitely  on  the  wane,  as  more  and  more  people  in 
certain  areas  of  the  town  change  over  to  some  form  or  other  of  central 
heating,  the  comfort  and  benefits  of  which  have  been  continually 
brought  to  the  public  attention  by  the  intense  competition  and  extensive 
advertising  indulged  in  by  the  nationalised  industries  concerned. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

An  account  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  above  Act  is  given  on

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47). 

(Removal  of  persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention) 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act,  during  the 
yeari.e.,the  compulsory  removal  on  a Court  Order  of  persons  “who  are 
unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention.”

Three  midwives  undertake  domiciliary  midwifery. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  four  District  Nurses  working  full  time  in  the  Penarth 
area.  During  the  year,  these  Nurses  attended  to  404  patients  in  their 
homes. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  these  cases  throughout  the  year 
was  16,969  and  of  these  visits  13,451  visits  were  made  to  persons  who 
were  over  65  years  of  age. 

HOME  HELPS 

Two  full  time  and  18  part-time  home  helps  attended  on  an  average 
132  households  per  week  during  the  year.  The  greater  majority  of 
those  receiving  help  were  either  elderly,  sick  or  infirm. 

There  is  always  considerable  difficulty  in  recruiting  sufficient 
home  helps  in  Penarth  and  the  demands  on  the  service  are  such  that 
home  helps  have  to  be  brought  in  from  other  areas,  such  as  Cadoxton 
and  Barry.

All  the  schools  are  provided  with  a constant  supply  of  pure  water, 
good  drainage  and  sanitary  fittings,  urinals,  etc.,  which  are  flushed 
with  automatic  tanks. 
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VERMINOUS  INFESTATION 

Disinfestation  of  verminous  houses  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
modern  chemicals  and  owing  to  the  high  efficiency  of  the  treatment 
it  is  only  very  occasionally  that  re-treatment  is  necessary. 

Six  dwelling  houses  were  treated  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface  water 
from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock  Beacons. 
The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there 
being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a degree 
of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses. 

Seventeen  Bacteriological  and  four  Chemical  samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  all  of 
which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in 
the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope. 

All  Penarth  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
water  mains. 

Rainfall 

Total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  43.72  inches,  rain  being  recorded  on 
205  days  as  compared  with  194  days  in  1965. 

The  average  rainfall  over  the  past  25  years  was  38.4  inches. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  in  Penarth  appears  to  be  reasonably 
adequate  for  the  town  and  consists  of  five  sewer  outfalls  all  discharging 
directly  into  tidal  waters.  No  form  of  treatment  is  applied  to  the 
sewage  before  its  disposal.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  229  and  altogether  1,349  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out. 

The  methods  used  for  rat  destruction  by  the  department  were  those 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
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The  main  surface  infestations  were  found  in  premises  where  a 
food  supply  was  available  and  difficulties  were  often  encountered 
where  poultry  houses  were  improperly  constructed. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  business  premises,  farms  and  refuse  tips 
and  adequate  control  was  established,  there  being  no  major  infestations. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half  yearly  treatments  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure  Warfarin 
with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  Paranitrophenol.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 
Licensing  of  Premises 

The  Animals  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  provides  for  a system 
of  licensing  and  inspection  by  the  Council  of  any  establishment  at 
which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs  is 
carried  on. 

No  applications  for  a licence  under  this  Act  were  received  during 
the  year. 


REGISTRATION— SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Under  the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  no  person  can  carry  on  the 
business  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealer  in  the  Urban  District  unless  registered 
with  the  Council. 

There  are  three  registrations  under  the  above  Act. 
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HOUSING  ACT,  1964,  SECTION  19 

The  Housing  Act  deals  with  the  question  of  improvement  of 
dwellings  outside  improvement  areas  and  a tenant  occupying  such  a 
dwelling  may  make  representations  to  the  Council  with  a view  to  the 
exercise  by  the  Council  of  their  powers  under  Section  19  of  the  Act. 

Five  representations  were  received  and  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
service  of  the  necessary  preliminary  notices  to  secure  the  improvement 
of  the  houses  concerned. 


NOISE  NUISANCE 

The  Department  has  spent  considerable  time  in  dealing  with 
complaints  made  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1961. 

Complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  the  Windsor  Road 
area  of  Penarth  complaining  of  noise  and  disturbance  from  music  and 
dancing  at  the  Ex-Servicemen’s  Club.  As  a result  of  representations 
made  to  the  Club,  all  amplification  equipment  was  removed  from  the 
concert  hall  and  the  Club  decided  not  to  engage  any  artists  or  enter- 
tainers who  insist  on  using  any  form  of  amplification.  The  only  music 
to  be  normal  dance  music  provided  by  a pianist,  drummer  and 
saxophonist. 

This  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Complaints  were  also  received  from  the  residents  of  Windsor  Road, 
regarding  the  noise  from  a dynamo  and  burners  of  the  plant  of  a newly- 
constructed  Laundromat. 

In  this  case,  sound  level  readings  were  taken  and  the  laundromat 
owner  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  and  reduced  the  noise 
level  to  below  that  which  is  to  be  expected  in  business  premises. 

A substantial  number  of  complaints  were  received  from  the 
residents  of  Station  Road,  regarding  the  noise  from  new  woodworking 
machinery  installed  at  the  firm  of  Price  Bros,  and  Co.  (Penarth)  Ltd.,  in 
Station  Road,  Penarth. 

In  this  case,  a survey  was  carried  out  and  sound  level  readings  taken. 

The  Council  decided  that  the  noise  complained  of  constituted  a 
statutory  nuisance  and  the  Council  decided  to  support  the  Company  in 
their  present  intentions  to  remove  the  machinery  to  their  new  factory  on 
the  Penarth  Dock  site. 

This  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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D.  Brown  & Sons  Ltd.,  Cowbridge,  Glam. 
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
